Peter's Church. Atg a Clock the Horte-Guards 
and Cuirafliers of botli Electors, began the March, 
and were foilow'd by feveral Coaches with 6 Horfes, 
in which were the Lords and Gentlemen of the 
Gourts of both Princes ; then came the Heraulds of 
Arms ; then a great Number of Gentlemen on 
Horfeback ; and laft of all a Coach of State, in 
which were the two Electors: were receiv'’d 
atthe Church Door by the Archbifhop ot Cambray,. 
and the Bithops of Ipres, Arras, St. Omer, and Na- 
mur, as alfo by 26 Abbois and Prelaes all mured, 
by the Suffragan of Cologue, and by the Deputies 
of that Chapter and of that of Liege. The Cere- 
mony ended at 1 a Clock, and the Electors with all 
their Company were conducted to the Town-Houfe, 
where a noble Enterntainment was provided. | Sal- 
voes of Arti’lery were made; and at Night there 
were Bonfires. and Illuminations. The Elector of 
Cologne’s Picture was put up under a Canopy in 
the Front of the Town-Houfe ; Wine was let run, 
and Medals.were thrown among the Pe.ple.
